Memorandum by Sir J. Kirk respecting the Zanzibar Commercial Treaty and Native 
Produce Taxes. 


I APPROVE of the course proposed, hoth as regards the spirit duty and 
attempt on the part of the Sultan to set aside the terms of the new Treaty by rai 
taxes on produce not scheduled in the echt Tariff. In both cases Great Britain 
Germany have a common interest, and should act together. 

T have already given my views on the Spirit question. As regards the produ 
taxes, it is important to refer to the wording of the new Treaty before taking actic 
Thaye done so, and can seo no justification for the Sultan’s action. All produce taxes 
over and above those scheduled in the Tariff annexed to the ‘Treaty are clearly illegal, 
no matter whether they are levied on His Highness’ own subjects or on forei 

Article VI of our Treaty explain ements are for the pt 
of securing and regulating the revenue which His Highness derives from th 
fand other duties levied on foreign merchandize and on inland produce. 
regulating here uscd suggests that no other produce duties than those then fixed should 
ie levied, 


Tn Article VIII we find it accontingly agrood that Tis Iighness may levy, duty. 
‘on native produce, but only on such articles and fo such amount as stated in the Tariff 


attached to the ‘Treaty. 
Article IX makes it clear that the recognition by us of such produce taxes, and of 
no ater is considered by both partis as elng i the nature of bargain and in 
i 


of and cquivalent for His Highness former. monopoly rights on ivory aul copa for 
the 5 per cent. duty on produce of his dominions when first landed, and for the add 
tional taxes which His Highness had for some time previous to the signing of the 
‘Treaty levied on goods and produce under the denomination of native taxes, which it is 
formally stated are abolished. 

‘These are the additional native taxes he is now, acconling to Mr. Holmwood's 

enforcing in a most objectionable manner. 

Tf further proof of the illegality of these taxes were needed, we have only to look 
to the ory note, forming a part of the Treaty, to see that no misunderstanding 
vrs posible for there i x state that proce of al kkinds originating, whether withi 
the Settlements of Zanzibar or from the territories to the west of His Highness’ 
dependencies on the mainland of Africa, and which are not mentioned in this Tariff 
shall be free of any duty. 

‘The new American clauses are framed, I believe, in such a loose manner as to 

reclude the United States from objecting to any taxes the Sultan might choose to 
ery on his subjects; but our Treaty and alto the German Treaty are clear. 

Mz. Holmwood has acted wisely in securing the support of his German colleague, 
‘and as he felt doubtful in referring the matter home; but no time should be lost in

securing the fon of the German Government, and in resisting at any cost 
‘these new taxes. If this is not done, the new Treaty will be worse than useless.

COUNT BISMARCK informed me to-day that a difficulty had arisen at Zanzibar 
with roard to which he proposed to instruct Baron Plessen to ask for your Londship's 
offices. 


Tn July last a person in the service of the Brothers Denhandt had been arrested at 
Tamu and thrown Into prison. After much delay the Sultan had consented to order 
his release, but it was doubtful whether he was still alive, 

Count Bismarck at first said that the man was a native of Vitu, over which the 
Protectorate of Germany has heen proclaimed and acknowledged by the Sultan. On 
tuming, however, to the documents, the nationality of the individual did not appear 
to bo catablished. Tn any case, Count Bismarck held that the fact of his being in the 
service of the Brothers Denhardt sufficed to secure him protection, 

Prince Bismarck now demands that the Vali or Governor of Lamu should be 
removed, and if this is not acceded to the German fleet is to return to Zanzibar, and 
to obtain satisfuotion at any cost. 

Prince Bismarck is, however, persuaded that there will be no difficulty in 
obtaining the dismissal of the Vali of Lama if the Sultan is advised by the British 
‘Noting Consul-General to yield, and Baron Plessen is to request your Loniship to be 
40 ood as to send him instructions to assist the German Consul-General in obtaining 
tho satisfaction required.

No. 70, Afriea, of to-day, 
relating to the intention of Prince Bismarek to send Dr. Krauel to London to negotiate 
res} Zanzibar, T have the honour to inform your Lordship that Count Bismarck 
spoke to me at length to-day by order of the Chanicellor on the subject. 

‘He said that the traditional policy of Germany, and the one which was most 
agrecable, was to be on the most friendly terms with England ; that it had been a 


mati of deep pain and reget to Prince Bimarck to be obliged to depart from thi 
traditional policy two years ago, in consequence of the way in which he had been 
treated by England in regard to the colonial poliey of Germany. 

interrupted his Excelleney at this point, and said that 'admitted the departure 
of the Prince from his previously friendly attitude, but that I could not admit that the 
action of Her Majesty's Government had given just grounds for it. 

Count Bismarck replied that, in any caso, his father had considered that Her 
Majesty's Government was unfriendly, and that this had been Prince Bismarck’s view 
so stronely as to induce him to abandon the poliey to which he had always been 
attached, and to seek the friendship of France, which was a policy nowise agreeable 
to him. ' He reverted to the subject now, because he once more asked for the assistance 
and friendly action of Her Majesty’s Government in the matter of Zanzibar. Tn return 
for that, he would reject all the overtures which might be made to him by the new 
French Ambassador fo help France in embarrassing us in Egypt, and in all ‘questions 
m which our interests and those of France were in divergence he would not only 
refuse to go against us, but would give us such assistance as might be possible con- 
sistently with the necessities of his home position.

His Excellency replied that he could not give me an absolate answer at present, 
and that if I reported what he could now say, T must add that it was what he thought 
ould mec the equirementaof German alms but thatthe quoyton was not altoguthor 
sattled. 

Tlis Excellency proceeded to say that the use of the port of Dars-Salaam was 
conceded to Germany by Treaty. It was desired to go further than this. Ho should 
propose that the German East African Company should te empowered to take posses 
sion of the port, and to pay tribute for it to. the Sultan, whose sovercignty over it 
would continue fo be acknowledged, but, that, the Socicty should have the priviloge of 
erecting custom-houses and administering them. Te thought it would be a. good 
thing to make the tribute a shifting sum, in proportion to the receipts from the 
Customs, so as to give the Sultan an interest in the prosperity of the place, 

He should further ask for a con ‘on the part of Her Majesty's Government, 
and that was, to agree to the contention of the German Commissioner, that the rights 
of the Sultan to the port of Ghazi had not been established. 

This, of course, means that the Germans wish to have the power of establishing: 
themselves at Ghazi, if it appears advantageous to do ¥0.

BARON PLESSEN called to-day to inquire what would be the disposition of 
Her Majesty's Government with regard to German colonial enterprise generally, and 
to some Zanzibar questions in particular. He was, he said, directed by his Govern- 
ment to impress upon me the very great importance which they attach to this class of 
‘question, and their earnest desire to have the friendly support of England in, respect 
Gf them, and he enlarged on the desirableness of maintaining good relations between 
‘our two countries, 

With regard to Zanzibar, Baron Plessen said there were some points on the 
coast (Dar-es-Salaam and another) at which Germany was anxious to become 
‘established, and his Government believe that they could induce the Sultan to agree if 
they had the support of England. ‘They wished to send Dr. Krauel over to confer 
With our officials on the subject, and asked whether we would receive him. 

T replied that we would receive him with great pleasure, and that we should at 
all timos he ready to discuss German colonial questions in « friendly spirit of 
co-operation, 

Maron Plessen then spoke of the case of a man-servant to some German travellers, 
who had. been ill-treated and imprisoned at Lamu by the Governor of that place, and 
for whom the German Government intended to demand compensation, and to call on 
the Sultan to punish the Governor, If His Highness would not do so, Baron Plessen 
added, the German squadron would be sent to support the demand. 

"Y answered that if the German Government wished to induce the Sultan to allow 
thom to establish themselves at the points which he had named, T thought that they 
had much bettor avoid the use of shot and shell, and try what could be done by 
influence. I added that T was not acquainted with the facts of the Lamu case, but 
would endeavour to make myself master of it,

"This undertaking, it will be remembered, was given in answer to the telegraphic 
instruction I reecved on the 27th and 28th’ November, and the Sth and Gth Decem= 
p 1884. 
Tn forwarding a copy, with translation, at the time, I thought it best to retain the 
original in Zanzibar, but, on my departure for Europe, 1 brought the original for 
rrvation among the Government records. Although the step then taken by Her 
‘Government was not followed up, the engagement is one to which I know 
Highness attached some importance, and to which he is likely to refer, if pressed 
by any foreign Powers to yield what he considers his rights.

ACCORDING to information which has been received from the German subject, 
Gustay Denhardt, at Lamu, the Swaheli Abdallah ben Abdelrahman, who entered 
the service of the Brothers Denhanit as a writer on the 13th June last year, was 
carried off from his house at Lamu by eight Arab soldiers on the night of the

‘on the 5th August three of the Elders of the place went, at his instance, to the wife 
Of Abdallah, in company with her father, and demanded from her a declaration to the 
fffect that she knew nothing of the ineident, which it was pretended had occurred on 
the night in question, and that she was ignorant of the whereabouts of her husband. 
‘As she had already been given to understand by her father that in the event of 
refusing to make a declaration of the kind in question the Vali had threatened him 
himself with imprisonment, the woman found herself obliged to make the statement 
desired of her, but immediately afterwards informed Herr Denbardt of what she 
ono, and bogged for protection for herself and her father, whilst at the same time 
maintaining to him the trath of her former declaration. 

In view of the foregoing facts, there can scarcely be a doubt that the arrest of 
‘Abuallah was carried out by the Vali of Lamu, Night-time was chosen, not only that 
the deed itself might be better concealed, but that, in the event of any inquiry being 
tmade into the matter, there might be no evidence forthcoming for the German 
Consulate. 

‘Now, according to Article XVIT of the ‘Treaty of Friendship, Commerce, and 
Navization, concluded between Germany and Zanzibar on the 20th December, 1855 
such subjects of the Sultan as are employed in the service of Imperial subjects ar 
Placed under the protection of the Empire so long as the condition of emp loyment 
continues. 

Although this Treaty only substance 
‘of this stipulation formed the ruling pr % and had 
already found expression in the Bnglish ‘Treaty of the 22nd July, 18: (Article IV), 
and in the French Treaty of the 17th November, 1844 (Article IV), and its appl 
tion had since been uncontested. 

‘That in kidnapping Abdallah, the Vali d not on his own responsibility, but in 
eonsequenee of orders. from the Sultan, is clear, from the. gravity of the act as an 
‘nttack upon Consular rights of protection such as no local official has. as yet ventured 
to commit, and from the fact that, with the exception of current business, the Su 
Of Zanzibar himself actively carries on the administration and working of judicial 
matters throughout his territory, including even the most unimportant matters, In 
the present instance, this wrted by the fact that the person arrested is a 
ulatlon (cousin) of the Vali, who lived in friendly personal relations with him, and 
the whole conduct of Said Bargash with regard to the manner in which he has treated 
the protest points to the same conclusion. 

Hn removing the writer Abdallah, it is evident that the Sultan of Zanzibar wa 
pursuing @ Tarereaching scheme against the influence in Witu of the brothers 

enhardt. 

‘After Herr G. Denhardt had, owing to the disappearance of his employé, been 
deprived of all possibility spitolary correspondence with Sultan Achmed in Witu, 
the Vali of Lamu sent several Arabs to that place, and among others the abov 
mentioned Mohamed ben Ali as an emissary, to require the people of Witu to 
abandon the German Protectorate, and after driving out the Germans, who were 
vowerless against England, and had on that account withdrawn their men-of-war from 
Zanzibar, to once more enter into their old relations with Zanzibar. 

Tepalsed by Achmet, theso persons applied to his nephew and future successor, 
Famo Bakari, in Katawa, where Herr G. Denhardt met them in August, when they 
had beon met with a refusal in that quarter also. 

Tt would appear that the Sultan of Zanzibar has looked upon the withdrawal to 
‘Aden of His Majesty’s ships Mowe” and “Hyena” simultaneously with the separa- 
tion of the Delimitation Commission in the light of an abandonment on the part of 
Germany of her colonial policy.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 225, Africa, of yesterday, Th 
your Excelleney that Baron Plessen communicated to-day th 
Teporta received at the Berlin Foreign Office from the Consul-General at Zanzibs 
respecting the occurrences at Lamu. 

The Consul-General’s despatches state that, on the night of the 15th July,

‘Arab soldiers, His wife, who witnessed his abduction, reported it on the follow 
day to M. Denhardt.

Some little time afterwards an Agent of the Sultan's, named Mohamed-bin-Ali 
who had in the meanwhile been dispatched to Witu to excite the natives against th 
Germans, gave a confidential warning to Omari-bin-Hamadi, a Swahili, who was ji 
the company of Gustav Denhardt, to the effect that Abdallah had been imprisoned by 
the command of the Sultan, and that he was confined in a house at Lamu, having

He further states that, immediately after the man’s disappearance, various agents, 
including the abov ‘oned Mohamed-bin-Ali, were sent to Witu, who endeavor 
unsuccessfully to induce the Sultan, and afterwards, with equal want of success, 
to induce his nephew and heir, to renounce the German Protectorat 

Dr. Arendt belioves that the withdrawal of the German ships si 
the closing of the Commission led the Sultan to believe that the Imperial Governmet 
was abandoning its colonial policy. 

Baron Plessen said that the Chancellor was determined to convince His Highness 
of his mistake; that Dr. Arendt had been instructed by telegraph to demand t 
dismissal and punishment of the Vali, and compensation for Abdallah or bh 
‘and that, unless this satisfaction were at once conceded, it would he enforced by the 
German squadron. 

The story reported by the German Consul-General is cinvumstantial, and it 
a that the Sultan and his Governor have, during the many weeks that have 
lapsed since Abdallah’s disappearance, taken no active steps to disprove it, though, if 
the statement had been a fabrication, it could hardly have been difficult for the 
authorities of the Island of Lamu to trace the missing man. I have consequently 
instructed Her Majesty’s Acting Consul-General, by telegraph, energetically to advise 
the Sultan to concede the German demands, as by so doing His Highness will escape 
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the danger of » hostile visit from the German squadron, while it will be open to i 
subsequently to disprove the story if it is untrue.

TO his most noble, eminent, and highly-respected Excellency Lont Salisbury, 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Secretary of State for Foreign \

The object of this letter to your Excellency is in the fit place, 

respecting your welfare, and secondly, to convey hea 
‘and congratulations. In the next place, 1 beg to inform your E3 wey that, with 
respect to the [recent] Treaty of Friendship and Commerce agreed upon between us 
and the exalted British Government, it is stated in the Tarif? appended to the said 
‘Preaty that all produce and articles not mentioned in the Tariff should ts free from all 
duty. At the time we did not enumerate those articles and products, hoeause the 
Collection of the customs dues had not heen in our hands sinee our father's time, but 
were farmed to others by ts until the commencement of the new year (corresponding 
with the 19th August, 1886), when the collection of the dues fell, for the first 
into our hands. When, in consequence thereof, we issued orders on the subj 
appointed collectors to receive the dues, the head official came and reported to us th 
as many as fifty-five articles were not mentioned in the Tariff—arti

Inainly affected our own subjects—whereby a serious loss accrued to us. “We cannot

THIAVE the honour to acknowledge the receipt, this morning, of your Lordship’ 
telegram of yestenlay, informing me that my German colleague had reported 
imprisonment last July, hy the Governor of Lamu, of a native servant in M. Denhantt’s 
onploy, and. therefore under German protection; that, though the Sultan appeared to 
Ihave ortered his release, still detained in ‘on the 2nd instant ; that Prine: 
Bismarck now demanded not only his immedi tion and compensation, but also 
Phe dismissal and punishment of the Governor ; and that I should, therefore, not fail to 
induce His Highness to comply with the demands of Germany before they were 
supported by her fleet, and adding that, should the Governor be innocent, this might 
be proved hereafter. 

‘Neither the Sultan nor Dr. Arendt have given me any hint regarding the present 
aificulty ; on the contrary, both have quite recently assured ‘me that everything ws 
{quiet on the coast, and that no immediate differences existed between the two G 
ments. . 
T had, however, learned privately from « fellow-passenger of M. Denhardt's, who 


arrived in the mail-steamer last Monday, that the latter had plainly hinted during 
conversation that his Government were about to deal with the Sultan's 
‘sceret opposition to German seliemes, and especially to the alleged 
munder of his own servant.

IN a note dated the 5th instant, the British Embassy has, under instructions from 
its Government, raised the question of taking into consideration the advisability of 
suspending the Commercial ‘Treaties recently concluded between Germany and 
England and the Sultan of Zanzibar. ‘The reasons upon which this proposal is 
founded are, that through the non-accession of the other Powers interested in Zanzibar 
to the said ‘Treaties, and especially to the Special Tariff, a state of things has been 
‘created there which places the German and Boglish ‘merchants in a more unfavourable 
position than the subjects of other nations, and produces a confusion in the commercial 
Telations there, which is partly due to the Sultan having raised new taxes contrary to 
the spirit of the Treaties. 

Vith regard to this, the Foreign Office has tH honour to reply as follows :-— 
‘The reports received here from the Imperial Representative in Zanzibar draw 
‘attention to the considerations which the state of things there may give rise to, 
wasmuch as the other foreign Powers lay claims to all the new advantages secured by 
the German and English ‘Treaties with Zanzibar, whereas they refuse to recognize the 
concessions made to the Sultan in return as applicable to their subjects. So far these 
considerations have practically not made themselves felt. At ieast according to the 
‘nid reports, German interests have not perceptibly suffered from the disadvantages of

the Reports of the Imperial Consul-General in Zanzibar, the Sultan has establishes! 
several taxes on native products, contrary to the spirit of the fierman and English 
‘Treaties with Zanzibar. ~ Said Bargash tries to justify his conduct by the fet that the 
revenue allowed him is far from meeting the expenses of the administration of the 
‘country and by the fact that, on the signing of the ‘Treaty, his consent was not intended 
to deprive him of the right fo ery taxes on his subjects 

¢ Imperial Representative in Zanzibar has, in conjunction with his British 
colleague, entered a protest against this proceeding on the part of the Sultan, ‘Though 
the Imperial Government considers this protest to be justified on formal grounds, the 
would nevertheless be inclined, should the Sultan be found to be placed at the disad- 
vantage he asserts he is, to make certain concessions to his views in the dirvction of 
liberty to tax his own subjects. And it is possible even that this might be done 
within the compass ( Rahmen,” lit, “ framing”) of the new Treaties. On the other 
hand, the Imperial Government will have to take care that German subjects in 
Zanzibar are not treated less favourably than the subjects of other nations. "In this 
they believe themselves to be justified by Article IT of the Treaty, as well as by the 
whole course of the Treaty negotiations. As is known to Her Majesty's Government, 
at the time the Special Tariff was fixed, which now is the chief occasion of the 
confusion of commercial relutions in Zanzibar alluded to in the note of the British 
Embassy, the opinion of the foreign Consus was ‘consulted, and no valid objections 
were raised by them against the Tariff in general. At the same time, the presumption 
expressed at the time the Treaty was concluded, that the other Powers interested 
would come into it, has not been realized. For this the Sultan himself is partially to 
blame; for, instead of trying to come to terms with the other Powers, on the principle 
of the Anglo-German ‘Treaty, he has but quite recently concluded a simple most- 
favoured-nation ‘Treaty, whi i ng the 25 per cent tax on 
imported spirits, makes no mention of the Special Tariff 

In consideration of the above circumstances, and in view of the short time the new 
‘Traties ha operative, which hardly admits of any safe judgm to their 
effect, the Imperial Government would prefer for the present to await the furthe 
development of things at Zanzibar, efor faking up a definite attitude with r nd to 
the question of how far their present Treaty relations to the Saltanste of Zanzibar 
should be modified.

negligence. e 

On M. Denhanit’s return, however, Dr. Arendt officially informed the Sultan that 

he considered his instructions from Prince Bismarck still required his demanding the 
ment of the Governor of Lamu and the payment of compensation, but that, 
the circumstances, he would take upon himself to close the matter if His 
Highness would imprison the Governor in the fort for a year, and pay over to the 
German Consulate the sum of 18,000 rupees, asan acknowledgment that His Highness’ 
Government had not afforded sufficient protection to German subjects. He added that 
it would be best at once to bring this unfortunate difference to an end, as, unless he 
could telegraph that it was settled, he was convinced that Prince Bismarck would 
insist on far more humiliating terms through the Gorman Admiral, who would 
immediately proceed there with his squadron. 

I told the Sultan that as he had not taken the opportunity when it was open to 
him for requesting a full inquiry, it was necessary to comply with the German demands, 
but that there was nothing to prevent him from subsequently taking steps to establisit 
his Governor's innocence. 

His Highness sent shortly after to say that he had paid over to Dr. Arendt the 
sum demanded, and had sent the Governor publicly to the fort in chains. He did not 
see the utility of taking any further steps in the matter, as the German Consul- 
General had made it very clear to him that it was simply a question of submitting, 
or of the occupation of his territory by Germany, whose orders he was powerless to 


‘oppose. 
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‘The next day my German colleague called to thank me for the assistance I had 
rendered to him in connection with the recent difference, the prompt settlement of 
which he considered had saved the Sultan from a far heavier indemnity and humilia- 
tion. He added that he fias told the Sultan that he might release the Governor 
privately next day. 

‘Phere can be no doubt that the action which Germany has thought fit to adopt 
throughout this affair has been very far from consistent with our notions of justice ; 
Dut it must be remembered that the Representative and his Staff here, being wholly 
ignorant of the country and language, are entirely in the hands of a few native 
subordinates, and of iresponsible agents connect with land and colonization associa- 
tions, whose great object is to embroil their Government with that of the Sultan. 
Nor is the Sultan himself free from blame in the matter, which, but for his neglect of 

mublic affairs and disinclination to seek advice, might have been cleared up and settled 
fore it assumed s0 serious an aspect. 

Tn the meantime, the extreme firmness it was necessary for me to show in dealing 
with the Sultan during the latter phase of this difficulty has been productive of the 
Dest results. His Highness is evidently assured that he has been saved from a most 
serious danger into which he was blindly running, and that even the comparatively 
small sacrifice he has had to incur might have been avoided had he at first sought 
the advico which was afterwards tendered to him, and he has since consulted me before
